Biggest  thrill  in  the  career  of  a college  editor  undoubtedl1 
is  his  (or  her)  final  editorial.  Not  for  what  it  is  in  itself,  bu- 
rather  that  it  represents  the  year’s  work  in  review,  and  th< 
realization  that  the  job  is  done. 

It  is  not  surprising  for  other  students  many  times  to  won 
der  and  ask  if  an  editor  also  attends  school,  or  if  he  works  ful 
time  at  putting  out  the  campus  paper.  He  does  both.  Som- 
wonder  if  he  gets  paid.  He  does.  But  few  who  know  the  hour 
and  the  work  will  question  his  right  to  some  remuneration. 

UNDENIABLE  INFLUENCE 

At  the  same  time,  an  editor  is  both  the  biggest  and  thr 
smallest  student  leader  on  campus.  He  is  one  leader  who  di 
rectly  has  little  voice  in  studentbody  policies  and  government 
yet  his  influence  cannot  be  denied.  With  a so-called  “powe 
of  the  press  at  his  command,  he  is  respected  commensuratel; 
upon  the  strength  of  his  written  words  and  the  policy  of  thr 
paper. 

Yet,  as  editor,  he  is  figuratively  taken  apart  limb  by  liml 
by  students  and  faculty  alike  who  feel  themselves  or  thei: 
organizations  shortchanged  on  space  in  the  paper.  Student  bod; 
officers  are  ever  aware  of  impressions  they  leave  with  thr 
press,  and  ever  frightful  of  how  the  press  will  interpret  anc 
report  them.  As  editor  he  is  considered  lowbrow  by  the  would- 
be  intelligentsia,  and  highbrow  by  the  masses,  for  being  “in- 
dependent” and  not  reaching  their  reading  levels. 

PLEASURES  VAIN 

He  enjoys  the  pleasures  of  recognition  (still  being  vainly 
human),  yet  in  turn  values  the  friendship  he  might  have  mis- 
sed by  not  holding  office.  However,  he  also  remembers  friends 
and  readers  who  have  turned  against  him  and  the  paper  foi 
sticking  by  principles.  It  is  unique  how  many  students  fee' 
they  could  do  a better  job  — except  the  man  in  office  who 
knows  conditions  for  what  they  are. 

Although  trying  to  be  fair  and  completely  impartial,  few 
editors  can  look  back  without  finding  some  of  their  own  per- 
sonal character  reflected  in  the  paper.  Indeed,  it  would  be  a 
poor  editor  whose  mind  didn’t  function  well  enough  ’to  add 
something  personal  to  his  paper,  and  especially  something  new. 

EXPERIENCE  EXPENSIVE 

But  ask  any  college  editor  if  he  thinks  the  job  worth  losing 
a few  friends  to  make  many  more,  or  to  lose  a few  grades  to 
spent  time  putting  out  a newspaper  every  day,  or  even  if  he 
would  turn  down  $1  million  to  swap  the  experience.  Undoubt- 
edly the  majority  would  answer  “Yes."  But  ask  if  he  would 
take  same  SI  million  to  take  the  job  again,  it’s  a good  bet 
he’ll  say  “No!”

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Outdoor  Look

It  isn’t  long  until  the  general  opening  of  the  Utah  trout 
season.  Many  enthusiastic  anglers  have  been  waiting  since 
the  season  closed  last  Autumn  for  this  chance  to  get  back  on 
the  open  water. 

It  should  be  a successful  opening  with  most  streams 
conceded  to  be  high  but  on  their  way  down  by  the  June 
7 th  opening.  The  peak  of  the  spring  runoff  in  Utah  County 
waters  was  last  week. 

A check  with  the  Fish  and  Game  Department  shows  that 
the  Springville  Hatchery  will  have  put  8-10  tons  of  legal  rain- 
bows in  the  following  areas  by  opening  day:  American  Fork 
Canyon,  Lehi  Pond,  Provo  River,  Alpine  region  streams,  Deer 
Creek  Reservoir,  Hobble  Creek,  Diamond  Fork,  Nebo  Canyon, 
Thistle  Creek,  Payson  Canyon,  Santaquin  Creek,  Spring  Lake, 
Goshen  Canyon. 

WAIT  FOR  PROVO 

We’ve  fished  many  of  these  waters.  The  Provo  River  will 
undoubtedly  be  the  highest  of  the  county  streams  and  the 
anglers  will  have  considerable  trouble  finding  the  fish.  When 
the  river  recedes  later,  the  river  should  provide  browns  up  to 
15  pounds  as  well  as  assorted  smaller  sizes  of  hatchery  rain- 
bows. 

Deer  Creek  Reservoir  will  have  some  10,000  people 
casting  from  boat  and  shore,  some  catching  fish  and  some 
not.  Best  areas  for  trout  have  been  the  Wallsburg  Bay  area, 
the  island  on  the  east  side,  and  the  northeast  region  where 
the  Provo  enters  the  reservoir. 

Hobble  Creek  has  always  been  good  the  first  day,  tapering 
off  fast  after  the  first  week. 

Diamond  Fork  will  be  muddy  in  the  lower  sections,  but 
the  angler  who  hits  the  higher  areas  via  Hobble  Creek  Canyon 
and  up  over  the  summit  should  find  clearer  water  and  more 
rainbows. 

Creeks,  in  the  southern  parts  of  the  county  will  find  the 
brush  fighter,  who  works  for  the  rainbows  and  native  cut- 
throats, creeling  a few. 

PLENTY  ’O  FISHIN  HOLES 

Other  areas  of  the  state  will  be  open,  with  a few  of  the 
hot  spots  expected  to  be  Fish  Lake  and  Panguitch  Lake  in 
southern  Utah,  the  lower  Uinta  lakes,  and  such  Cache  Valley 
streams  as  Logan  River  aftd  Blacksmith  Fork. 

“Only  students  who  are  bona  fida  residents  of  the 
state  of  Utah  and  have  been  for  one  year  will  be  able  to 
fish  with  resident  licenses,”  warned  Springville  hatchery 
superintendant  J.  D.  Ford  in  a recent  telephone  conversa- 
sation.  “Game  wardens  have  considerable  trouble  with 
students  in  the  past,”  said  Ford.
